Devastated nan speaks out after eight-vehicle pile-up kills daughter and three children

A ‘BUBBLY’ mum and three 
children died in an eight-vehicle 
horror crash this week as they 
returned home from a camping 
trip in the south west. 

Tracy Houghton, 45, was killed 
alongside her two sons, Ethan, 13, 
and 11-year-old Josh and her 
partner’s 11-year-old daughter 
Amy Goldsmith. 

The collision on the A34 near East 
Ilsey, Berkshire, occurred on 
Wednesday at around 5pm and 
involved four heavy goods 
vehicles and four cars. 

The Dunstable four were declared 
dead at the scene which was 
described by Thames Valley Police 


chief constable Francis Habgood 
as ‘truly awful’. 

Tracy - who worked at Central 
Bedfordshire Council - was being 
followed by partner Mark 
Goldsmith, who watched her 
Vauxhall Corsa collide with a lorry. 

He was travelling with his son 
Jake, 13. 

The pair survived the crash. 

Following their deaths, Tracy’s 
mother, Jo Smith, wrote on 
Facebook: “I’m so sad to say I am 
the mother and grandmother to all 
involved in this terrible accident. 
Half my family wiped out in one 

go.” 

She added: “Mark is in bits. [He] 
was taken to hospital with a broken 
rib and whiplash. His son Jake was 
also released with minor injuries.” 


One man was flown to hospital 
with ‘life-threatening injuries’, two 
were taken by land with minor 
injuries and nine others were treat¬ 
ed at the scene. 

Family friends have since come 
forward to pay their respects to the 
mother and her family. 

Sarah Young, 53, first met Tracy 
when her daughter met Tracy’s son 
Ethan. The mum-of-two said: “She 
was such a really lovely person. My 
daughter grew up with her eldest 
son Ethan. 

“She is devastated. They have put 
a bit of a tribute to Ethan on their 
Snapchat group.” 

Mrs Young first met Ms Houghton 
at Ashton St Peter’s Primary School 
in Dunstable around 2007. 

She said: “She didn’t deserve this. 


“She deserved to live. Her boys 
were her life. It is devastating.” 

Friend Sarah Rawlinson added: 
“Tracy was a lovely bubbly lady 
who was always smiling. 

“She spoke with such love for her 
family.” 

Tracy worked at Central 
Bedfordshire Council and her team 
leader, Gary Muskett, said: “This 
terrible news has come as a great 
shock to everyone who knew Tracy, 
who worked within our financial 
services team based in Dunstable. 

“Our thoughts and condolences 
are with her family.” 

A 30-year-old man from Andover 
was arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by dangerous 
driving and released on bail until 
October 5.

Hitting out at 
‘harsh’ change 
to sick terms

A TRADE union has criticised 
Luton and Dunstable University 
Hopsital for looking to imple¬ 
ment what it says are ‘harsher 
conditions’ for sick workers. 

UNISON is unhappy the hospital 
wants to lower a system that 
calculates employee absence 
throughout the year - known as 
the Bradford Factor. 

Currently when staff hit a 
Bradford Score trigger of 200, they 
are brought into a sickness capa¬ 
bility meeting, which could lead 
to dismissal. The Trust is propos¬ 
ing to lower this score to 150, 
which UNISON says will ‘result in 
more genuinely ill members of 
staff put through the process’. 

The hospital says only two per 
cent of its staff will be affected by 
the changes, and would ‘never 
encourage staff to come to work if 
they are unwell’. 

Shane Hall, a regional organiser 
for the union, said: “We are always 
happy to work with the Trust to 
look at constructive ways that 
they can support genuinely ill 
members of staff back to work, but 
fast tracking people through a for-

mal process that can lead to dis¬ 
missal only places undue stress 
and anxiety upon already ill and 
vulnerable members of staff.” 

Angela Doak, director of human 
resources at the hospital, said: 
“Our intention is to provide earlier 
support to those who have persis¬ 
tent short term sickness or staff 
who may have an underlying 
health condition. 

“Repeated short term periods of 
sickness absence impact negative¬ 
ly on the quality of patient care we 
are able to provide, placing greater 
pressure on departments and col¬ 
leagues to meet service needs.”

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Record bid for female 
driver in race to India

A WOMAN will travel through 32 
countries and nine different time 
zones in a bid to break a Guinness 
World Record. 

Bharulata Kamble will set off from 
Luton Town and Indians Cricket Club 
on August 28 to travel to India over 75 
days in a bid to highlight what women 
can achieve - and try to break the 
world record for a solo drive for a 
woman over 32,000km. 

The mother-of-two would be the 
first woman to visit the most coun¬ 
tries in a continuous car journey driv¬ 
en solo in the shortest time. 

The entire journey, which will see 
her pass through the Arctic Circle, 
nine mountain ranges and three 
deserts, will be completed without a 
backup vehicle, or a backup team. 

Bharulata is entrusting the journey 
to her BMW X3, and is confident it 
will stand up to the tough rigours of 
the trip. 

She told Luton on Sunday: “I’m very 
excited, but there’s some dread as 
well! 

“I’m doing this to show that women 
can do anything that a man can do, 
and to be the voice of millions of 
voiceless girls.” 

The 43-year-old will travel an aver¬ 


age of 700km a day during the trip, 
which will see her end in the Raigadh 
district of India. 

It won’t be a case of being stuck in 
the middle of nowhere the whole time 
however, the drive will see her pass 
through Paris, Amsterdam, Berlin, 
Copenhagen and Stockholm. 

And she’ll even have the company of 
her husband and children on certain 
days, with the family flying out once a 
week during her expedition to 
wherever Bharulata happens to be! 

She added: “I have always felt that I 
wanted to make a meaningful contri¬ 


bution to society, and hopefully this 
drive will promote the empowerment 
of women. It greatly affects many 
parts of society, particularly in India, 
and I want to send a message out of 
promoting equality. 

“I am really looking forward to it 
and I’m confident that I will do it.” 

Everyone is welcome to wave 
Bharulata off on her journey at the 
cricket club in Wardown Park 
between 9-llam on August 28. 

Any funds raised will be used to 
support Keech Hospice Care and 
MacMillan.

Gavin Shuker’s annual 
summer school, for young 
people with an interest in 
politics, has been spending 
time working with the 
Alzheimer’s Society.

FOR the past three weeks, 
our group from Gavin 
Shuker’s Summer School 
have been working with 
Alzheimer’s Society to learn 
more about the work that 
the group does. 

We were also asked to put 
on a fundraiser to help the 
Society continue funding 
pioneering research and 
services for people affected 
by dementia. 

These are some of our 
experiences. 

First, we visited a ‘Singing 
for the Brain’ session at St. 
Andrews Church - a service 
that uses singing to bring 
people affected by dementia 
together. 

None of our group are 
particularly accomplished 
vocalists, but that didn’t 
matter. We sang and 
danced with the rest of the 
group, and were deeply 
inspired by the warmth and 
joy in the room. 

It was interesting to see 
how some songs were more 
effective triggers than oth¬ 
ers. 

One man was silent for 
almost the whole session, 
but jumped to his feet when 
the group sang “You’ll 
Never Walk Alone” (much to 
the chagrin of his wife). 

On the following Thursday, 
we met with several key 
members of Alzheimer’s 
Society team, but the most 
affecting encounter came at 
the end of the day, when we 
met with Keith Oliver, an 
Alzheimer’s Society 
Ambassador. 

He and his wife and carer 
Rosemary gave our team 
valuable insight into what 


it’s like to live with early- 
onset Alzheimer’s. 

Their words were deeply 
moving and informative, and 
gave the entire team 
renewed energy to continue 
fundraising. 

Keith challenged our pre¬ 
conceptions of people with 
dementia, and showed us 
first-hand that no one is just 
defined by having an illness, 
be it dementia or anything 
else. 

Alexandra Rosie Paul, 21, 
from Luton said: “I have a 
real interest in politics as 
well as charity work so get¬ 
ting a chance to combine 
the two seemed like a great 
opportunity. 

“Being able to receive 
advice from an MP whilst 
giving back to the commu¬ 
nity has been a once in a 
life time opportunity and I 
encourage any other young 
people to get involved in the 
summer school next year.”

Atul Shah accused 
‘not violent person’

A MAN accused of murdering a cannabis 
grower for his drugs and money told a jury 
on Wednesday that it was his co-defendant 
who carried out a ‘horrible' attack. 

Luke West, 23, admits the manslaughter of 
Atul Shah at his flat in Luton, but said he only 
punched him twice. 

He told the jury at Luton Crown Court that 
Kyle Pitchford-Price, also 23, had punched 
and threatened 47-year-old Mr Shah with a 
knife while he searched the first floor flat in 
Crescent Road for money. 

In the witness box at Luton Crown Court Mr 
West, who also admits conspiracy to burgle, 


said: “I have never been a violent person. I 
never had any intention to cause Mr Shah any 
serious harm. I punched Mr Shah twice.” 

Prosecutor Stuart Trimmer QC earlier told 
the jury Mr Shah’s hands and feet were bound 
and he was beaten about his face and head. 

Mr West told the court: “I tried to pull Kyle 
off. 

“I looked around the flat for money. I looked 
in the kitchen and lounge area. I didn’t find 
nothing. Kyle was still hitting him and threat¬ 
ening him with a knife, demanding to know 
where the money was.” 

When Mr Pitchford-Price gave evidence, he 
told the jury he had never been to Mr Shah’s 
flat. 

The trial continues.

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Neighbours back 
Jack’s home fight

NEIGHBOURS have rallied 
in support of a family who 
face being thrown out of 
their home. 

Following a court ruling 
made last Wednesday, Jack 
Jones, his partner Phil Town 
and Phil’s cousin Jake, who 
suffers from diabetes, are all 
set to be booted from Jack’s 
family home, where he has 
lived since 1997. 

Neighbours have poured in 
with support, calling them a 
‘valuable part of the neigh¬ 
bourhood’. 

One of their neighbours, 
Emma Anderson, said: “On a 
personal level we as a neigh¬ 



bourhood are a close 
community. 

“We have all sent letters to 
the council stating our pleas 
for them to stay in their fam¬ 
ily home as they are a vital 
part of our neighbour hood.” 

Jack’s mother died in 2012, 
and his father in May last 
year, both from lung cancer, 
and he cared for them at the 
Duncombe Road house. 


Mr Jones said: “There’s a 
house opposite which has 
been unoccupied for years. 

“It’s just salt in the wounds 
that we’re being turfed out.” 

On the decision, a spokes¬ 
man for Luton Borough 
Council said: “Luton Council 
welcomes the court’s deci¬ 
sion. 

“We appreciate that this has 
been a distressing time for 
Mr Jones and his family, but 
the difficult decision has 
been made against a 
background of considerable 
pressure for two-bedroom 
homes from the large 
number of overcrowded fam¬ 
ilies in the town. 

“We have offered a one- 
bedroom property to Mr 
Jones and his partner.” 


Traveller site murder trial set to start next year 


THE murder trial concerning the death of a man at a 
traveller site near Leighton Buzzard a week ago will 
not be held until early next year. 

On Tuesday defendant Thomas McCarthy 
appeared at Luton Crown Court via a video link from 
Bedford Prison. 

Judge Richard Foster set a provisional date of 
January 13, 2017, for the trial to begin. 

Mr McCarthy, 24, of Toddbury Farm, Slapton 


Road, Little Billington, is accused of the murder of 
Patrick Maloney, 43, who also lived at the site. 

A post-mortem examination revealed he died as a 
result of multiple crushing injuries consistent with 
being involved in a collision with a vehicle. 

Mr McCarthy was remanded in custody. 

A 42-year-old woman also arrested on suspicion 
of murder is currently on bail with strict conditions 
and is due to return on September 14.

“We’ve made it 


stronger than the 
original prototype 
and this should last 
him well into his 
teens.” 

The University of 
Bedfordshire is 
planning to carry on 
helping Will, by pro¬ 
viding him with new 
prosthetics as he 
gets older and 
grows. 

Speaking about 
the day William said 


it was ‘really good’ 
and he hopes that it 
will ‘definitely’ help 
him become a pro¬ 
fessional footballer. 

William hasn’t let 
his disability hinder 
his sporting career 
so far and he cur¬ 
rently plays for a 
team affiliated to 
Premier League 
champions Leicester 
City. 

A spokeswoman 


for Reading Football 
Club said: “It is of 
course very exciting 
to hear about 
William’s robotic 
hand. 

“We know William 
is a huge Reading FC 
fan and so we’re 
delighted to hear the 
university will be 
creating this using 
our colours and we 
can’t wait to see 
William using it.”

Man jailed for Elm 
tax fraud offences

A BUSINESSMAN who 
provided bus services for 
vulnerable people has been 
sentenced for a £1 million 
tax fraud. 

James Taylor, who had a 
long-standing transport con¬ 
tract with a local authority, 
deliberately wound-up nine 
companies, putting them 
into liquidation, to avoid 
paying vast sums of PAYE 


and VAT due to HM Revenue 
and Customs (HMRC). 

When Taylor shut a compa¬ 
ny down, he diverted money 
owed to HMRC into his per¬ 
sonal bank accounts before 
starting up a new one. 

The local authority was 
totally unaware it had been 
dealing with more than one 
company, as he used the 
same trading name, Taylors 
Transport Services, through¬ 
out the scam. 

The 68-year-old used the 
stolen money to help fund a 


holiday home in Devon, rent 
a number of sports cars 
including a Bentley 
Continental GT and quickly 
paid off a big mortgage. 

However, it all unravelled in 
2013 when HMRC investiga¬ 
tors unearthed the full extent 
of his fraud. 

Taylor pleaded guilty to the 
fraudulent evasion of VAT 
and Income Tax at an earlier 
hearing and was sentenced 
to 30 months imprisonment 
at Luton Crown Court on 
August 5.

THE original drummer for Status Quo, 
John Coghlan, is coming to Luton for a 
special one-off show, performing all of 
the band’s most famous hits. 

He joined the band in 1962, when 
they were then known as The Spectres, 
and went through a number of names 
before settling on Status Quo later in 
the decade. 

His drumming has also appeared on 
some of their most famous hits, includ¬ 
ing Rockin’ All Over The World, Down 
Down, Caroline and Whatever You Want 
and has featured on 14 of the band’s 
albums.

A novelist's room, without a view 


IF THE questions on highbrow 
TV quiz show Only Connect 
baffle you, you also might not 
realise that the name itself is 
from a well-known book. 

The BBC2 programme hosted 
by Victoria Coren Mitchell, 
where teams compete to find 
connections between seemingly 
unrelated clues, takes its title 
from a quotation in E.M. 
Forster’s Howards End: “Only 
connect the prose and the 
passion, and both will be exalted, 
and human love will be seen at 
its highest. Live in fragments no 
longer.” 

Forster had five novels 
published in his lifetime - most 
of them movie material. Three 
were made into films by 
Merchant-Ivory - A Room with a 
View, Howards End and Maurice 
- while David Lean directed A 
Passage To India. 

Forster kept a London flat 
from 1925, although he spent 
much of his life with his 
widowed mother Lily in Surrey. 
Forster moved from Bloomsbury 



to Arlington Park Mansions in 
October 1939, partly to escape 
central London following the 
outbreak of war, and also to be 
closer to his friend and lover Bob 
Buckingham in Shepherd’s 
Bush. Forster spent one or two 
days a week at his top-floor flat, 
travelling with a small bag by 
bus and train, as he regarded 
taxis, “a vulgar extravagance”. 
The thrifty writer used the flat 


as a pied-a-terre until his death 
in 1970. 

This one-bedroom, ground 
floor maisonette in the building 
is now up for sale at £525,000.

House where union martyrs met 



HUNDREDS of festival-goers 
spurned Glastonbury and 
Bestival to rub shoulders with 
Jeremy Corbyn and actress 
Maxine Peake last month at the 
annual Tolpuddle Martyrs’ 
Festival. 

The antithesis of a corporate 
music event, it’s all about folk 
music and real ale drinking 
rounded off with some lively 
political debate at the Dorset 
village, which hosts a musical 
gathering and march of trades 
union members, socialist 
politicians and activists who 
gather to lay a wreath on one of 
the Tolpuddle Martyrs’ graves. 

Dorset farm labourer George 
Loveless and five fellow workers 
- his brother James, James 
Hammett, James Brine, Thomas 
Standfield and Thomas’s son 
John - were deported to 
Australia in 1834. 

The men were charged with 
having taken an illegal oath and 
forming a trade union to protest 
about their meagre pay of six 
shillings a week - the equivalent 


of 30p in today’s money and the 
third wage cut in as many years. 

However, the working class 
rose up in support of the men; a 
huge demonstration marched 
through London and an 
800,000-strong petition was 
delivered to Parliament. After 
three years, the government 
relented and they returned home 
with free pardons and as heroes. 

The oldest, Thomas Standfield 


was co-founder of the Tolpuddle 
Union and many of their 
meetings were held in the 
upstairs room of his 
three-bedroom cottage, now on 
the market for £300,000. 

This piece of history is Grade I 
listed, has a sitting room with 
open fire, kitchen-diner, with one 
of the bedrooms leading up to 
the secret meeting room/loft.

A three-year programme 
aimed at tackling depression, 
anxiety and substance abuse 
among Luton's homeless youth 
has been granted another 
three years of funding. 

The mental health service, 
Open Minds has been award¬ 
ed for the second time a grant 
of almost £278,000 by the Big 
Lottery Fund to provide 
Cognitive Behavioural Therapy 
(CBT) to support vulnerable 
young people in Luton. This 
project aims to help them 
develop much more positive 
ways of coping with life's 
stresses and the challenges 
they might be facing in the 
course of their homelessness 

Open Minds also supports 
young people who suffer from 
other difficulties such as social¬ 
ising, phobias, obsessive 


behaviours, post-traumatic 
stress disorder (PTSD) and 
problems with relationships 
and families. 

Most of the service users who 
took part previously were able 
to complete education and 
were able to access part/full¬ 
time or voluntary employment - 
hassle free.

Don’t get weighed down

TOWING a trailer is something 
many of us do from time to time, 
but shock figures indicate that 
more than half of van drivers 
don’t know maximum load¬ 
carrying capacity of vehicles. 

While adding a trailer behind 
your van to carry additional 
equipment may seem a simple 
process, a lack of knowledge 
about vehicle load weights and 
towing laws could mean that 
drivers are potentially breaking 
the law. 

Research undertaken by 
Volkswagen Commercial Vehicles 
found that a worrying 53 per cent 
of van drivers didn’t know their 
vehicle’s maximum load carrying 
capacity, and nearly half of 
businesses do not monitor the 
weights of company vehicles on a 
regular basis. 

In 2015, the DVSA stopped more 
than 10,800 vans on UK roads 
and found 89 per cent to be 
driving overloaded. 

Volkswagen Commercial 
Vehicles is urging customers to 
ensure they know their vehicle’s 
towing capacity before hitching 
up. On a UK full car licence, any¬ 
one can drive up to 3.5 tonnes 
Gross Vehicle Weight (GVW). 
However, when adding a trailer, 
the laws become more complicat¬ 
ed, with restrictions on a permis¬

sible vehicle and trailer weights 
for those who obtained their 
driving licence after 1997. 

Going above these weights 
(without the right licence or a 
tachograph being fitted can lead 
to large fines for businesses. 

Companies can also potentially 
face a court summons and even 
immobilisation of the vehicles for 
failing to comply. 

Using the wrong vehicle for 
towing can also affect driving 


performance, for example 
reducing acceleration and 
increasing stopping distances, 
particularly in the wet, and can 
cause long term detrimental 
damage to the vehicle. 

Volkswagen Commercial 
Vehicles says its Van Centre staff 
can help businesses select the 
right vehicle for their needs, 
ensuring vehicles are capable of 
towing the right weight. 

If you passed your car driving 


test (category B) after fanuary 19, 
2013, you can tow small trailers 
weighing no more than 750kg or 
trailers over 750kg as long as the 
combined weight of the trailer 
and towing car or van is no more 
than 3.5 tonnes maximum 
authorised mass (MAM). 

MAM is the limit on how much 
the vehicle can weigh when it’s 
loaded. To tow anything heavier 
you need to pass the car and 
trailer driving test.

Take a look inside...

SOMETIMES you think car 
designers inhabit a different 
world from ordinary mortals, 
where everything is sporty, 
vibrant and exciting. 

No it isn’t. Sometimes we just 
want a car that will take the 
family from A to B. 

If it manages that while keeping 
us safe and comfortable, not 
breaking down and not costing a 
fortune to run then it’s job done. 

And on those practical criteria 
the SEAT Alhambra you see here 
deserves an A-grade, comfort¬ 
ably. It is undoubtedly safe (top 
marks in the official test), 
comfortable (and simply vast 
inside for people and luggage) 
and economical too. 

What the Alhambra most 
definitely not is ‘sporty’, 
especially with £250 worth of 
Pure White paint emphasising its 
sheer bulk. ‘More like a smart 
minibus’, said the Navigator-in- 
Chief at first glimpse of a car that 
will seat seven adults. 

SEAT thinks that not only is 
their full-size people carrier 
‘sporty’, it is also an ‘emotional, 
engaging design’ and has ‘power¬ 
ful lines’. To these eyes it is none 
of the above, and none the 
worse for it. Better in fact, as it 
follows a brief to act as full-on 


family holdall, not a sad interpre¬ 
tation of a misshapen Ferrari. 

So let’s ignore the hype and 
look at the car instead. You can 
enjoy the Alhambra’s space 
and comfort from £24,680 in a 
model that comes with a 1.4- 
litre petrol engine. Most buyers 
will look for a diesel and these 
start at £26,990 for a 2.0-litre 
unit like the one in this car. 

At the top of the Alhambra pile 
is the £35,945 FRLine. 

I’d be happier with the less ex¬ 
pensive and more down to earth 
Alhambra in SE trim tested here. 
It lacks for little, with standard 
kit running to 17 inch alloys, 
cruise control, climate control 
and ample examples of clever 
thinking that will make life less 
stressful. These range from an 
electronic brake that automati¬ 
cally holds the car once stopped 
until you engage the clutch and 
drive off, to storage compart¬ 
ments all over the place. 

Big sliding rear doors make it 
easy to clamber into the third 
row of seats and it is the work of 
a moment or two to flop rows 
two and three flat into the floor, 
leaving a load space so vast you 
could contemplate turning into 
a courier company. This version 
even has ‘comfort’ suspension. 
Not a little bit sporty, thank 
goodness.

BladeGlider runs at Rio

NISSAN is showcasing its BladeGlider all-electric, three- 
seater prototype sports car at the Olympic Games venue 
in Rio de Janeiro. First shown at the Tokyo Auto Show in 
2013, two BladeGliders have arrived in Brazil to symbolise 
future technologies that will combine Intelligent Mobility, 
environmentally-friendly impact and sports-car Nissan 
driving capabilities. The debut of the BladeGlider at the 
games is part of Nissan’s development of zero-emission 
vehicles and new automotive technologies including 
autonomous drive systems and connectivity. The unusual 
layout of the BladeGlider means the driver sits in arrowhead 
formation slightly in front of two passengers, who enjoy 


extended legroom. The view for all occupants is panoramic, 
with a seamless cockpit windscreen. As far as power goes 
the prototype is 100 percent electric, with performance 
delivered by Nissan’s technical partner for the BladeGlider 
project, UK-based Williams Advanced Engineering. Power 
is supplied by a high performance five module lithium-ion 
220kW battery. Maximum speed of the demonstration 
models is in excess of 118mph, with 0-62mph taking less 
than five seconds. The rear wheel drive is provided by two 
130kW electric motors - one for each wheel. VIPs attending 
the Rio Olympics will be offered dynamic rides in one of the 
BladeGliders and the other will be on static display. 



VW to clean up petrol cars

THE Volkswagen Group is continuing with moves 
to clean up its engines and has announced it will 
be fitting particulate filters to petrol cars from next 
year. The company, still reeling from the ‘dieselgate’ 
scandal where it admitted cheating over C02 
readouts from its diesel engines, says the filters will 
reduce soot emissions by up to 90 per cent. Such 
filters are already used on diesel engines to remove 
harmful particles from exhaust gasses and VW now 
plans to introduce them on petrol models starting 
with the 1.4-litre TSI Tiguan SUV and the 2.0-litre 
TFSI Audi A5 coupe. Dr Ulrich Eichhorn, head of 
group research and development for Volkswagen, 
said: "Following increases in efficiency and lower 
C02 output, we are now bringing about a sustained 
reduction in the emission levels of our modern petrol 
engines by fitting particulate filters as standard." The 
first models with the new filters will be available from 
June 2017 and VW says that by 2022 the number 



of its vehicles fitted with the new technology could 
run to seven million a year. VW said it intended to 
roll out the introduction of the so-called gasoline 
particulate filters on all of its group brands which as 
well as Volkswagen and Audi also includes Skoda, 
SEAT and Bentley 


CATERHAM'S NEW SPORTING SEVEN 310

“THIS man is surely not 
human.” 

These were the words David 
Coleman uttered after wit¬ 
nessing Michael Johnson 
shattering the world record in 
winning the 200m at the 1996 
Olympic Games in Atlanta. 

They could so easily have 
been applied to what we have 
seen this week in the swim¬ 
ming pool in Rio after Michael 
Phelps, not for the first time, 
left us all open-mouthed in 
amazement at his brilliance. 

The fact that he has become 
the oldest swimmer in history 
to win Olympic gold in an 
individual event at the age of 
31 was staggering in itself, as 
was him taking his gold medal 
tally up to 22 at the time of 
writing (I’ll go as far to assume 
it has risen since). 

Still being on top the way he 
is at his fifth Games (his first 
came at Sydney in 2000 when 
he was only 15) is also some¬ 
thing that has to be applaud¬ 
ed. 

But the most amazing 



aspect for me was that he is 
doing this after coming out of 
retirement just two years ago, 
which gave himself consider¬ 
ably less time to get himself 
up to speed than his rivals. 

To say that competition for 
the USA swimming team is 
fierce would be like saying 
Donald Trump occasionally 
puts his foot in his mouth, so 
Phelps had to rapidly return 
to a world-class standard. 

But he made things hard for 
himself after being arrested 
for drink-driving in 
September 2014, which led 
not only to a 45-day stay in 
rehab, but also having a six- 
month suspension handed to 


him by USA Swimming. 

This meant he couldn’t 
compete at the 2015 World 
Championships in Kazan, 
which were supposed to act as 
an important stepping stone 
to Rio. 

Phelps’ fellow swimming 
legend Ian Thorpe had 
mounted an unsuccessful 
comeback just a few years ago 
and there were questions of 
whether the same drive was 
there. 

We needn’t have worried - 
you only had to see the glow¬ 
ering look on his face before 
the semi-finals for the 200m 
butterfly while his South 
African rival Chad Le Clos 
shadowboxed in close prox¬ 
imity to him. 

Le Clos had beaten Phelps to 
the gold medal in that event at 
London 2012, but maybe he’s 
regretting those call room 
antics now as the great 
American claimed a memora¬ 
ble victory in the early hours 
of Wednesday morning. 

He’d already earned one 


gold in the 4x100m freestyle 
relay, but this was all his own 
work, showing the world that 
despite being relatively inac¬ 
tive for two years that he had 
lost nothing. 

I’m too young to have 
watched the likes of Mark 


Spitz, Daley Thompson or 
even Carl Lewis at his peak, 
but I’ve been privileged to 
have seen the accomplish¬ 
ments of modern greats like 
Usain Bolt, Chris Hoy and Mo 
Farah, to name just a few. 

Phelps is right up in that list 


as well. Yes, his sport gives 
him more gold medal oppor¬ 
tunities than athletes in other 
Olympic events, but down the 
years he’s left us all question¬ 
ing how what he’s doing is 
even possible. Truly a super¬ 
human of our time.

Atmosphere, crazy. The lads dug in 
deep as well. It was just crazy.” 

Justin is one of four academy gradu¬ 
ates that have been given their chance 
in the first team by boss Nathan Jones, 
who has created a real pathway from 
the youth team, having also handed 
pro deals to four others. 

The Luton-born defender, who began 
as a Kevin Nicholls-idolising midfielder 
and played in the under-nines as a sev- 
en-year-old, said: “It’s what everyone 
dreams of really. [To be] a professional 
footballer, playing in the first team, in 
front of a great crowd. It’s just what you 
live for.”

PASSIONATE Luton manager Nathan 
Jones admitted the glut of early sea¬ 
son games looked to have sapped his 
players’ energy in the second half 
against Yeovil. 

Yesterday’s 1-1 draw was Town’s third 
game in eight days and Jones felt his 
side lacked their usual spark as a result, 
despite creating a number of chances 
- particularly in the first half. 

He said: “I felt first half we had chanc¬ 
es. We had plenty of chances, it was 
just our play really, we looked a little 
bit lethargic in terms of how we played. 

“We had no energy in the press. You 
could see Pelly Ruddock (Mpanzu), 
Cameron (McGeehan), were way, way, 
way off where they normally are ener¬ 
gy-wise, the same with the front two 
because it’s relentless the fixtures and 
they don’t lighten up, it’s ridiculous.” 

Following Wednesday night’s epic 3-1 
victory over former Premier League 
giants Aston Villa in the League Cup, 
Luton had 24 hours less to prepare 
than the Glovers who had beaten 
Walsall 2-0 in the same competition. 

That difference was evident in the 
second half as the Hatters looked like a 


boxer pinned on the ropes, looking to 
land a telling blow on the counter. 

Jones continued: “It showed we’d 
probably had a day less because we 
lacked any real spark about us. I’m rea¬ 
sonably happy with the point in the 
end because we could have gone the 
other way, because it was like a slug¬ 
ging match at the end. One end, one 
end, one end... On the whole I’m rea¬ 
sonably pleased with the point in the 
end but, as I said, we were nowhere 
near where we normally need to be.” 

However, he was proud with his side’s 
valiant efforts as they extended their 
unbeaten start to the season to remain 
top of the table. 

Jones was full of praise for Stephen 
O’Donnell’s wonder strike midway 
through the first half, but was disap¬ 
pointed they couldn’t put away one of 
the other far more simple chances they 
created. 

He added: “It was a great strike and 
I’ve said we’ve probably had a lot more 
easier chances than that to have taken 
the lead. We had situations in the first 
half and so on, but it was a great strike. 
I’m glad we had that otherwise it could 
have been a tricky afternoon. 

“They came, they set up, they sat in 
early. We tried to break that down, but 
we couldn’t apart from that. But I’m 
proud of them because they gave me 
everything.”

LUTON were left to rue a raft of missed first 
half chances as they ran out of steam and 
ideas in the second half as they conceded a 
late equaliser against Yeovil Town at 
Kenilworth Road on Saturday. 

Stephen O’Donnell’s wonder strike looked to 
have set the Hatters on their way to victory as 
they bossed the first half, but they fell away in 
the second and it was no surprise when Tom 
Eaves looped home a header with 12 minutes 
left to earn the Glovers a point. 

However, Town stayed top of the embryonic 
League Two table as no side in the division 
were able to make it two wins in a row. 

With captain Alan Sheehan still missing 
Scott Cuthbert was given the captain’s arm- 
band. He was one of three changes from 
Wednesday night’s memorable victory over 
Championship Aston Villa as Dan Potts 
returned from suspension and Jordan Cook 
came back into midfield, while ex-Hatters Alex 
Lacey and Alex Lawless started for Yeovil. 

There was early concern for Lacey as he tum¬ 
bled into the Oak Road End following, but 
thankfully after several moments he popped 
back up. 

Only a brilliant one-handed stop from Artur 
Krysiak kept out Glen Rea’s powerful header 
from Cook’s free-kick on 17 minutes as Town 
were desperately unlucky not to snatch the 
lead. Lrom the subsequent corner the visitors 
countered at pace to leave them four against 


two as Christian Walton must have been 
relieved to see Ryan Hedges’ low drive drift 
past the far post. 

Luton grabbed the lead on 26 minutes though 
with a wonder goal from O’Donnell. As a low 
cross ran to him almost 30 yards out he let fly 
with a right-footed thunderbolt that left 
Krysiak with simply no chance. 

Otis Khan’s effort was straight at Walton at 


the other end while Cook’s through ball found 
Jack Marriott and his deflected effort was well 
saved. Injury finally forced Lacey off, while 
Marriott’s powderpuff effort was easy for the 
keeper. 

Great work by Cameron McGeehan earned 
Luton a corner with five minutes to go and 
super desire and strength saw Pelly Ruddock- 
Mpanzu win a loose ball and surge into the 


box, but he somehow blasted wide with the 
goal gaping. 

On the stroke of half time O’Donnell pulled 
the ball back dangerously from the byline as 
Danny Hylton couldn’t force the ball home. 
Marriott then dragged a great chance wide 
from another corner while Hedges forced a 
good low save from Walton as Town went in 1-0 
up at the break, but it should have been more. 

Brilliant defending from Potts thwarted 
Eaves, before the linesman’s flag denied the 
Glovers as the away fans thought they had 
equalised. 

Marriott then raced on to Hylton’s flick-on 
but fired wide, while Eaves’ low drive forced a 
good save from Walton. 

Livewire striker Marriott then teed up 
McGeehan whose powerful drive drew loud 
appeals for handball, but nothing was given. 

Yeovil looked increasingly dangerous as the 
game opened up, but another half chance 
went begging as Hylton headed Marriott’s 
cross wide. 

Desperate defending saw Cuthbert bravely 
block Ryan Dickson’s close-range effort as the 
ball bounced around dangerously in the box. 

Hylton’s massively deflected shot bounced 
agonisingly wide on 66 minutes with the keep¬ 
er beaten, while Tahvon Campbell’s prod was 
again well saved by Walton. 

With Luton playing on the break Marriott 
again rolled wide from another Hylton flick. 
Town’s players looked increasingly tired as 
they were forced on to the back foot and the 
Glovers equalised with just 12 minutes left 
when Eaves rose highest to loop his header 
into the top corner. 

O’Donnell whizzed an effort just over the bar 
from range with two minutes left, while 
Hedges’ last gasp free-kick skimmed the top of 
the bar as the game finished all square.
